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1* The production of ball bearings was started in May 1950 in the .alio plant 
in RytjucI# IIovo Itcnto (05 0/X52)- This plant, the construction of which 
was started in 19^7, is subordinate to the Zbrojovka-Brno ball bearing plant 
in Brno-I&son. It is cxpcctc-"’ that by 1992 it vd.ll produce aoout one— tiiim 
of the needs of the Czechoslovak industry. However, at the present tine, 
production is only half that planned for the plant. At the present tine, 
single- and double-row ball bearing and axial boarinf.-s of between 10 on 
and 300 an in diunetcr arc being produced. These are manufactured from steel 
sup-lied by the United Steelworks (formerly Poldi) in Kladnc. Post of tlie 
production machinery was delivered from Zbrojovka-iJrno. Promotion follows 
British methods. Preparations are being made for the production of roller 
bearings. Hie main production difficulty is caused by the shortage of special 
high-grade grinding wheels. These are delivered by the United 3 tec lworks, 
but often they do not meet the hardness renuirenent of 60 degrees .Rockwell. 
Completed bearings arc delivered to the warehouse in Bmo-Lisen.
